TOKIO, Aug. 27.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Latest resports from Hako- 
date, wiped out by fire, are that prac- 
tically the entire population of the 
city, 100,000 persons, are homeless and 
without food. 

In view ot this situation, there is the 
greatest concern in government quar- 
ters. Efforts are being made by the 
officials to send shiploads of provisions 
to to the sufferers, buf it is feared some 
may perish of hunger or exposure be- 
fore sufficient relief can reach the 
scene. 

The conflagration started in the 
flimsy native structures of Hakodate, 
and before it could be got under con- 
trol nearly 75 per cent. of the city was 
in ashes. The flames spread with such 
rapidity that all the efforts of the flre- 
men were defied. With the exception 
of the American, all the consulates 
were burned. 

Hakodate is a seaport on the south- 
western extremity of the island of Ye- 
zoo. It is beautifully situated near the 
base of a rocky cliff. The city has a 
fortified harbor with extensive docks, 
is strikingly clean and well laid out, 
and has a naval school and manufac- 
tories. Recently large sums were ex- 
pended in the installation of a street 
railway and telegraph system. 

All the Americans are safe. Consular 
Agent King immediately made a requl- 
sition for supplies, which were prompt- 
ly forwarded. It is understood that 
Mr. King is caring for all foreigners 
who suffered by the fire.

Oil Refinery and Asphaitum Plant Win 
Be Constructed in Northern 
City.

STOCKTON, Aug. 7.—- [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Local capitalists, headed 
by J. Jerome Smith and Joseph Lynch, 
today closed a deal for the construc- 
tion of an oil refinery and asphaltum 
plant, to be located in Stockton. 

They have been working on the 
projects for several weeks, and have 
made complete arrangements for a 
supply of oil to operate the plant by 
leasing twenty acres of fine land in 
the Sunset district, near Bakersfield, 
for fifteen years. 

One well is almost completed, and

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—{Exclusive Dis- 
Patch] Leaders of the striking op- 
erators and officials of the Order of 
Rallway Telegraphers in Chicago to- 
Gay prepared a preliminary plan for 
the amalgamation of the railway 
telegraphers and the commercial 
men's organization, looking toward a 
concentrated attempt ot the operators 
in the country to win the present 
Strike. The railroad telegraphers have 
already pledged their support to the 
Strikers, and have promised to sub- 
scribe toward a fund for the mainte- 
mance of their striking brothers, but 
ere said to be bound by tron-clad 
Contracts with the railroads to ab- 
Stain from actual colperation with 
the walk-out. 

The amaigamation with the com- 
mercial men will, however. it was ex- 
Plained, place the burden of the strike 
on the shoulders of the railway 
telegraphers, which ia a powerful or- 
ganization, numbering 4,000 mem- 
bers, and with more than $1,000,000 in 
ite defense fund. By this amalgama- 
tion it was said that the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers would assume 
an active interest in the controversy. 

APPEAL TO PRESIDENT. 

Commission merchants in South Wa- 
ter street, a number of whom, it is 
said, are losing more than $1000 a day 
each by the telegraphers’ strike against 
the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies. today addressed an 
appeal to President Roosevelt to use 
his Offices to effect a settlement 
between the wire corporations and 
their employés in Chicago. 

The petition to the President was 
circulated throughout the big offices of 
the produce market today, and it will 
probably be sent to Washington to- 
morrow. Much financial distress is 
said to have been caused among the 
South Water street men by the con- 
tinued wage controversy between the 
telegraph com er and their op- 
erators. Preside H. N. Sager and 
the Beard of Treae 
pared today another request to Preai- 
dent Roosevelt to intervene in the ex- 
isting telegraph strike. 

The President, in answer to a former 
appeal of the grain brokers, made two 
weeks ago, is said to have refused i» 
intervene in the quarrel between the 
wire companies and their operators. 

BROKERS LOSING HEAVILY.

After having for centuries 
been the most strict of all countries 
regarding the use of passports by 
tourists and persons who returned to 
vieit their native lend, word was re- 
ceived in this city today that in future 
no passport at all will be needed by 
any one arriving at Libau, Russia. 
Hereafter any one, without hindrance 
by the police, army or other officials, 
may tour the country, visit places of 
interest and remain as long as wished 
without having to carry official let- 
ters from another government. 

Word of the unexpected change of 
the law of the Czar's empire was re-

BIG INCREASE

Harriman Pacific Roads Are 
Making Money. 


Heaviest Business in Their 
History Expected. 


Union Pacific Earns ‘About 
~Twenty Per Cent. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The earnings of the Har- 
riman Pacifics have made new high 
records thus far in the current fiscal 
year. 

Private advices from E. H. Harri- 
man state that in the next four months 
the Union Pacific and the Southern 
Pacific will do the heaviest business in 
their history. Beyond the first of the 
year it is not so easy to see, but a 
careful survey of the traffic situation 
in the West indicates that there is 
enough business in sight in the next 
four months to bring the earnings of 
the twd lines away ahead of the record 
made in the first six months of the 
part of the fiscal year—that is from 
June 1 to December 1. 1906. 

From a rough estimate of the traffic 
situation it is evident that the Union 
Pacific in the first six months of the 
current fiscal year—that is between 
June 1 and December 31—will earn 
about 19% per cent. on its common 
stock, or enough to pay a full year’s 
dividend. It is now earning at the 
rate about 20 per cent. per annum. 
While there is fair assurance that 
this will be maintained up to the first 
of 1908, it would, of course, be fatuous 
to attempt to look beyond that. Of 
this 10% per cent. of prospective earn- 


year about 4 per cent. is produced 
from investments and about 6% per 
cent. from transportation business 


While it is not so easy to form an 
estimate of the Southern Pacific's 
stock earnings for the current six 
months, they may be approximated. 
Gross receipts show a big increase, but 
what the net will show is more uncer- 
tain. But the probabilities are that 
the Southern Pacific will earn a divis- 
ible surplus in the first six months of 
the year of about 7 per cent., or more 
than sufficient to pay the full year’s 
dividend on its common stock.

Gross Earnings for 1906 Were $234,442,- 
516 More Than They Were in 
1905.

Dispatch] The gross earnings of the 
railroads of the United States during 
l$v6, according to the fortieth annual 
number of Poor's Manual, issued to- 
day, made the enormous increase over 
1995 of $234,442,516. The net earnings 
increased $104,723,2@4. 
This was done in spite of a heavy 
increase in operating expenses, due to 
higher wages and increased cost of 
material. Over 71,000,000 more people 
traveled by rail in 1906 than in the 
preceding year, while the railroads 
moved 1,610,699,829 tons, as compared 
With 1,435,321,748 tons the preceding 
year. 
The enormous growth in the wealth 
of the rallroads given in tables shows 
what a stupendous undertaking the 
government purchase of the railroads 
would be. The total assets are re- 
ported as $17,524,381,633, or more than 
six times the total amount of money 
in circulation in the country. | 
The average receipts per passenger 
per mille In 1906 wag 2.011 cents, as 
against 2.028 in 1905. 
The average revenue per ton per mile 
in 1996 was 0.766 cent, as agalnst 0.784 
in 1906. 
The average interest rate on rail- 
road bonds during 1906 was 3.99, as

Against Husband, Says Court, and 
Plaintiff Then Bases Successful Suit 
on Cruelty—Former Furniture Man 
Does Not Appear to Contest Case. 


On the first of two causes of action 


named in her complaint, Mrs. Eva L. 


Klippert yesterday was granted an in- 
terlocutory decree of divorce from J. 
FE. Klippert, late proprietor of the 
Mission Furniture Factory in this city. 

In the second cause of action, stat- 
utory grounds, according to a state- 
ment made by Attorney Danford to the 
court the plaintiff was handicaped by 
a promise wrung from her by the 
pleadings of the mother of one of the 
co-respondents who had been named. 
The attorney asked the court to grant 
the decree on the grounds of cruelty, 
waiving the testimony on the second 
count. Judge James refused, but said 
that the names of the co-respondents 
need not be mentioned. 

“Tell what you know of your hus- 
band’s relations with the young lady, 
spoken of as a music teacher, who is 
named in the complaint,” the attorney 
directed his client on the witness stand. 

“I had learned that my husband had 
brought her to our house while I was 
in Montana, and that they had cham- 
pagne suppers there. I found this out 
from my Japanese servant when I re- 
turned. 

“One night, when I was passing my 
husband's store on a car, I saw a dim 
light in one of the windows, and I got 
off. As I went up to the door, I saw 
the young lady, the music teacher, 
come out. I followed her and told her 
she would get herself into serious trou- 
ble if she went on that way.” 

A certain “Kitty” was mentioned, 
and the witness told how she had be- 
come aware of this young matron's ex- 
istence. 

“I was going past the postoffice one 
morning, on my way into town, when 
I saw my husband crossing the street 
toward the postoffice, with a letter in 
his hand. N 

“I wondered’ what made him go 
there himself to mail a letter, and I 
followed him in. He was at the reg- 
istry window, and had just thrust the 


letter under the grating. I reached in 
and got It. 
“My husband told me I would be 


sorry if I read it, and I told him I 
was going to read it anyway. Then 
he said he'd kill me if I did. I kept 
the letter, though, and read it. I found 
out who the woman was, and wrote to 
her husband about it, but she inter- 
cepted the letters.” 

Joe Myibe, the Japanese servant, whom 
Mrs. Klippert had mentioned, was 
called to the stand, and testified to the 
Wine suppers in the Klippert home in 
the absence of Mrs. Klippert. ree 
times, he said, the “musie teacher“ 
had been there, and once he had seen 
her in Mrs. Kitppert’s room with Mr.

Mr. Anderson urged the court to ap- 
point some expert to look into the 
matter of the complicated sewage sys- 
tem shared by Santa Monica and 
Ocean Park, and advise possible me- 
dies, so that the court could tell his 
clients just what to do. 

Judge Bordwell smiled in enjoyment 
of the humor of the proposal, and re- 
peated that he was going to make no 
order except that the nuisance must 
be abated, and he would appoint no 
ohe to say how it should be done. 
That was “up” to the defendants. 

The hearing will be resumed today.

OCOSEVELT DIDN’T DO THIS. 
Now we get at the pith of the 
matter. English financiers have taken 
up the recent great “slump” in specu- 
lative stocks. We have been con- 
siderably disturbed in this country by 
the shrinkage in fortunes represented 
by these stocks as measured by quo- 
tations in the stock market. The ac- 
tion of the Federal government in 
enforcing the anti-trust laws, we have 
been told time and again, had done all 
this mischief, whatever mischief there 
was. 
The London Bankers’ Magazine 
shows that during the month of Au- 
gust. 387 representative speculative 
stocks declined by a total of $680,000,- 
000. That is rather a staggering loss 
to contemplate. But as this shrink- 
age did not cut off one rail from the 
railroad mileage of the world, take 
one brick out of the chimney of any 
factory, or one cog out of any wheel 
in any industrial machine 
world, our equanimity is not entirely 
shaken to pieces. But this is only 
part of the shrinkage in wealth. Go- 
ing back to the beginning of the year, 
this Bankers’ Magazine shows that the 
total shrinkage fs $1,725,000,000.

ILL THE WHITE FLY. 


AX The horticultural commissioners 
of the several counties in the State 
have an important’ task in combat- 
ing the new insect pest which threat- 
ens the fruit industries of California. 
This white fly is said to be develop- 
ing as a particularly obnoxious and 
dangerous menace to the citrus indus- 
try of Southern California. It is 
amazing how these pests get a foot- 
hold in the State so insidiously and 
develop so rapidly. Of course the 
same climatic conditions which make 
California so particularly attractive 
for the human race and, which prove 
so salubrious to us attract the whole 
animal creation down to the most 
minute insect life and favor a propa- 
gation of all these several species such 
as does not prevail where the rigors 
of winter and the fervid heat of 
summer kill out alternately myriads 
of animal life. 

About twenty years ago appeared a 
pest known as the cottony cushion 
scale. This was, up to the present 
time, perhaps, the most serious dan- 
ger that the citrus trees faced. The 
orange growers’ hearts sank in des- 
pair. For a time it really seemed as 
if the whole important industry was 
doomed. Men have been seon stand- 
ing in devastated orchards weeping at 
the destruction of wealth acquired by 
years of patient industry. This pest 
spread from the orange trees to 
everything. It was actually seen fat- 
tening upon the leaves of the castor 
oil bean plant. The eucalyptus tree, 
which is supposed to be “bug-proof,” 
was attacked. 

Nature is not new. If there were 
a pest capable of destroying the vege- 
tation of the earth, the disaster would 
have been accomplished ages ago. 
There is always a nice balance in 
nature’s ways and for every such 
pest there is a predatory insect which 
holds it in check and protects the 
vegetable life of the world. A ‘little 
fly was brought up here from Austra- 
lia. Minute little creature with 
pgauzy wings, it required a sharp eye 
to detect his presence as he flitted 
from tree to tree. It would require 
a dozen specimens of this vedalia 
ventralis to equal in bulk one of the 
cottony cushion scale. But in a year 
after this little fly was introduced, the 
cottony cushion scale was almost un- 
discoverable. Within two years he 
was an extinct species so far 
Southern California was concerned. 

in the present instance we believe 
there has been discovered a predatory 
insect which combats this white fly. 
it is exceedingly important that this 
should be spread in numerous colonies 
as rapidly ,as possible wherever the 
white fly has made a home. The cot-

While we would advise the various 
brands of Democracy to stop squirm- 
ing, it does not seem possible for 
multitudes of them to take this ad- 
vice, wise and generously tendered as 
it is.

Among the 
latest to bob up are Charles A. 
Towne, once of Minnesota, now of 
New York, and Gov. Glenn, the 
doughty politician from the Old North 
State who came within an ace the 
other day of starting a new rebellion 
on the doctrine of States’ rights. 

Now, it would seem to us (although 
it is none of our business) that 
Towne is clearly an impossibility. He 
is considered available because he 
hails from New York. Mr. Towne is 
a resident of Gotham, but he is in no 
earthly sense a New Yorker. He is 
a western man, and has none of the 
earmarks of the Gothamite upon him. 
Furthermore, Charles A. Towne is no 
Democrat. Mr. Bryan himself, the 
father of the financial heresy, ac- 
knowledges that the “paramount is- 
sue” of his first great campaign, free 
silver, was a mistake and is dead 
as Adam's off ox. Mr. Towne’s De- 
mocracy consists simply and entirely 
of his devotion to the 16 to 1 idea. It 
was the only issue on which he left 
the Republican party in 1896. If he 
has abandoned all his other previously 
entertained stalwart Republican prin- 
ciples, it is a clear case of what bad 
company will do with a good and 
bright man. 

There is a basis of reason for nom- 
inating Gov. Glenn of North Carolina. 
He has just demonstrated his firm 
hold upon the old doctrine of States’ 
rights, which is as old as John C. 
Calhoun. But there is a weightier 
reason than this which points to 
Glenn as the logical Democratic can- 
didate. He is from the South. For 
all effective purposes, the South is 
the Democratic party. In both his 
former campaigns, Bryan got scarcely 
an electoral vote north of Mason and 
Dixon's line. Kentucky went against 
Bryan in one campaign. The result 
does not promise to be very different

When the negroes were 
brought as slaves from Africa to Ja- 
maica and found the island covered 
with the cleba tree, they believed it 
a choice spirit abode, and that super- 
stition has been handed down from 


that the spirits that they suppose in- generation to generation. 


One of the idols now. in possession 
of Mr. * ——— he has not 
been able trace it. undéubtedly 
came from ** Oeimbunda tribe, if 
the descriptions of writers on fetich 
worship in Africa are to be believed. 
This is the strangely-painted idol of 
wood which approaches % human 
form and is grotesquely daused with 
paint. The Ovimbunda show more 
skill in reproducing the haiman form 
than any of the other equatorial races, 
and have knowledge of mixing and ap- 


gure—and 
most of the others—is that any kind 
of spirit may inhabit it. it is the 
mere temporary abode of passing spir- 
ite. One day it may contain an evil 
spirit that will bring death, or fam- 
ine, or pestilence, and the next day 
it may be the home of a good spirit. 
It is something like the fiat below— 
you never can tell whether it contains 
good or bad neighbors—until some- 
thing happens. 
WHOLESALE DEALERS OF WOE. 
The squatting idol is the one alleged 
to have caused the woe to the mis- 
sionary. He evidently had been in 
tough tuck, for it seems that all his 
tenants have been ‘ad. Probably, 
like me flat bulidings. ne got the 
reputation of harboring evil spirits 
and they all flocked in. Anyhow, he 
is a fearsome piece of property. 
The “What te it?’ is meant for an 
animal. Most of the tribe: of the 
Bantu and Bangwesi, especially. have 


special animals for their own. They 
do not worship them, but each tribe 
has an animal that is semi-sacred,

born, is given another animal as his 
trade-mark, as it were. The tribe 
canndt eat of its semi-sacred animal, 
and no member can partake of the 
flesh of his animal. This tribe 
dently chose something that nobody 
would want to eat.

Decision by U. 8. Attorney - Gen- 
eral’s Office Holds That Endless 
Chain Letter le Fraudulent, Was 
Not Sent Out by Bishop Lawrence 
and Should Not Be Delivered. 


Postmaster Flint has been over-

MONROVIA. Aug. 27.—A remarka- 
ble achievement in ““iry farming“ in 
this land of droughty summers is that 
of C. C. Hulbert, who has raised five 
acres of garden produce without irri- 
gation. His crops consist of canta- 
loupes, tomatoes, Hubbard squashes, 
watermelons, cweet corn and pump- 
kins. The yield of each variety is 
large. He is now picking the second 
crop of cantaloupes. 

His tract, the soll of which 10 a 
sandy loam, is loca in the south- 
western section of t 
ingleaf and Mayflower avenues, and 
has never been under cultivation ex- 
cept for winter grain. City mains hav- 
ing never been extended to it, Mr. 
Hulbert decided to try what is prac- 
tically the “Campbell method“ of dry 
cultivation. He first subsofled deep- 
ly, and then with harrow and crusher 
Not a drop 
n used, but all cro 
are frequently cultivated. Notwith- 
Standing the torrid days of July and 
early August, the plants have never 
wilted. His success astonished local 
ranchers, who have held that in this 
Section land without water could be 
used for nothing but a limited vari- 
ety of winter crops. Mr. Hulbert's 
net returns compare favorably with 


those from an equal acreage where wa- 
ter is used. 


NEW CONCRETE DEVICE. 

A method of constructing reinforced 
cement conduits, believed to be des- 
tined to supercede processes in general 
use, has been devised by H. M. Slem- 
ons of this city, assistant to Chief En- 
gineer Pillsbury of the Pacific Electric, 
and assigned to the Monrovia-GlenJora 
division. 

Prevailing methods do not permit 
construction of reinforced cement cul- 
verts or conduits less than five feet in 
diameter. The wooden forms employed 
must be taken apart for removal after 
the cement has hardened and the 
passage must, therefore, be large 
enough ‘for workmen to enter. Mains 
less than five ‘fect in dlämeter have 
heretofore been built of /vitrified tije 


,or the ordinary cement pipe. 


Rarely can either be manufactured 
at the point where used, and neither is 
as strong or durable as reinforced ce- 


ment. By Mr. Slemonses method 
mains of any diametyr less than five 
feet can be easily cheaply built. 


When the extension of the Monrovia 
branch to Glendora was planned, Pa- 
cific Electric officials decided that all 
bridges, culverts and conduits should 
be built of reinforced concrete. Many 
af the drainage mains were to be less 
than four feet in diameter. The drain- 
age of the big cut through Duarte Hill 
was to be effected by a thirty-six-inch 
tunnel under the highway, and a con- 
duit of like size 500 feet in iength, both 
to be of reinforced concrete. 

As the construction in this manner 
of so small a main had never before 
been attempted, it devolved upon En- 
gineer Slemons to find a way, and he 
did. The bottom of the main is flat. 
His device consists of a tweive-fogt 
form of wood and sheet tron. The 
sides are one and one-half feet in 
height, and hinged to an arched top. 
The hinges swing inward, and when 
the cement has hardened sufficiently 
the form is made to collapse, and is 
then easily removed. cost of a 
thirty-six-inch main is about $3 per 
running foot.

PASADENA PEOPLE IN PERIL IN 
THE MOUNTAINS. | 


Relief Party Accomplishes Its Task 
With Great Difficulty—Unfortunate 
Result of Attempt to “Cut the 
Trail” While Descending from the 
Peak of Mount Wilson. ; 


MT. WILSON, Aug. 27.—Rescue, at 2 
o'clock this morning from the wilds of 
Big Santa Anita Cafion was the happy 
fate of a little party of Pasadena 
climbers who had been passing a few 
days above the clouds, and having lost 
their way while attempting to 80 


down the mountain, were forced ty 


spend ten hours on a shelf of rocks. 
"The perpendicular walls ahead pre- 


vented their advance, while darkness 


and deep gorges bebind shut out re- 
treat. Thus hemmed in, with night de- 
scending upon the eafion and the 
heavy fog rolling up from the valley, 
a shout for help was heard at Signal 
Point of Wilson's Peak and rescuing 
parties were o as night en- 
veloped the precipitous crags and 


peaks. 

The party of pleasure hunters con- 
sisted of Joseph B. Nickerson, his sis- 
ter, Florence, and Miss Ollte Fulton, 
all of Pasadena. They left Strain’s 
camp soon after noon on Monday, to 
make the trip afoot over the old trail 
to Sierra Madre. Soon after passing 
the junction of the trail and the toll 
road, a mile below Martin's deserted 
camp, a deceptive “short cut” invited 
them from the crooked but narrow and 
well beaten path. The acceptance of 
their invitation to save a little time 
and distance proved their undoing, for 
the blind trail, instead of connecting 
lower down the mountain with the 
main burro boulevard, lost itself in 
the underbrush in the bottom of the 
cafion as the shades of evening fell 
in the mountains. 

The work of the rescuers was one 
of extreme difficulty, owing to the 
noise made by the waters falling over 

rocks and rushing among ‘the 
logs. The cries of rescuer and rescued 
would be taken up by the wild echoes 
and tossed from guch to gulch until 
it was almest impossible for the one 
to understand the other or for the res- 
cuers to locate the point from which 
the disconsolate appeals for help were 
emanating. After many hours of 
doubt and uncertainty, the hellos of 
the two parties were heard chasing 
themselves as answering échoes 


‘through the cafions and among the 


peaks, and after what seemed a long 
time to the watchers along the trail, 
the disconnected calls mingled into one 
and reverberated as an exhultant 
shout. 

And then began the steep climb up 
the sides of the mountain to the trail. 
This was finally accomplished through 
the aid of ropes, lanterns and stray 
moonbeams, and, as the fog settled 
over the little hollow between the pre- 
cipitous cliffs, the rescued and tired 
leasure seekers were assisted onto 
urros and elevated ance more to the 
top of the hilt. ‘

Visiting Admirals Are Received 
and Shown About the Harbor—One 
of the Visitors Makes Speech in 
Which He Touches on Local Con- 
ditions. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN DIEGO. Aug. 27.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] President John D. Spreck- 
els announced tonight the letting of 
the first contract for the San Diezo 
and Arizona Railroad to some point in 
Arizona. 

The contract is for 40,000 yards of 
grading within the city limits, com- 
mencing at Twenty-seventh street. The 
Rendie-Frazier Company are the con- 
tractors. 

“This,” said Mr. Spreckels, is the 


the road. The work indicated will be 
completed by December. Other con- 
tracts will be awarded from time to 
time, my purpose being to rush things 
as rapidly as possible. 

“TI expect that all of two years will 
be occupied with the construction, and 
the estimated cost, exclusive of equip- 
ment, will be $7,000,000. in the past 
eight months we have secured the 
rights of way through the city and 
National City, at a cost of $2,000,000, 
while a quarter of a million has been 
expended in preliminary work in Ca-, 
fiso Cafion, in this county. 

“In the two cities, most of the route 
over the rights of way has been 
cleared and is ready for the graders.” 

RECEIVE VISITING ADMIRALS.

“I hope you will have a channel 1000 
feet wide and 40 feet deep, or as 
large as you want it, for I think that 
both the harbor and the bay are well 
worth the price. I hope that you will 
have a naval station, and you certain- 
ly have made a good start toward se- 
curing it with the establishment of a 
coaling station here, already a surety, 
and. with a wireless station already 
established which has, although a 
new feature in the harbor, made a rec- 
ord ty has not been beaten by any 
other station of its size in the world.”

Don Wait for Lumber to 
Drop in Price. 
Experts State It Won't Be 
Cheaper in Hurry. 


/ — 
Imperial People Desert Huts 
for Cottages. 


“Lumber will not be cheaper in this 
market for a long time to come,” said 
Joseph E. Culver, head of the Culver 
Lumber Company, of this city, yester- 
day. “I look for a marked increase 
of business, but it will be on practical- 
ly the same basis that now prevails, 
beth as regards the wholesale and re- 
tail firms, 

Mr. Culver has just returned from a 
weeks’ trip through the great 
lumber region of the Northwest, dur- 
ing which he visited all the principal 
lumber camps and many of the smaller 
Ones. His itinerary included points 
from Portland to Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, and he spent considerable time 
at Willapa and Grace harbors, and on 
the Columbia River. 

“My general investigation,” said the 
lumber man, “showed that prices are 
well maintained. The mill men are 
paying from $8 to $12 a 1000 feet for the 


logs, and it costs from $2 to $3 a 1000 


feet to turn the logs into lumber. Ves- 
eels 


can now be chartered at the rate 
of from $4 to $5 a 1000 feet to take 
cargoes to San Francisco, and at a 


“Thus it is easy to see that a base 
rate of $17 at San Pedro is actually 
the lowest point the business will 
stand. There is small likelihood of 
any cut or rise in the shipping rates. 
A number of the sailing vessels, which 
formerly were in the lumber-carrying 
business on the Coast, have gone to 
Austrailia for cargoes of coal for this 
country, so they are now eliminated 
from the situation. Several new steam 
have entered the 


“It is true that at some of the 
Smaller mills up north I found con- 
cerns which could quote prices on some 
Classes of lumber at a lower rate than 
the big milis; but they were unable to 
fill extensive orders, and therefore they

The de- 
mands for lumber in the Imperial val- 
ley are also showing a marked in- 
crease, and several large shipments 
have been made in that direction the 
past weck.

OCCUPATION TAXES. 


to Make Various Busi- 
nesses Pay Tribute to County 
Treasury Discussed. 

County Tax Collector Welch wants 
a revision in the county's tax ordi- 
nance, and presented the subject to the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday. He 
believes that there are several 
branches of business and other affairs 
which should bear a special tax, and 
add materially to the county’s rev- 


ues. 

One of the first suggestions made by 
Welch yesterday was that sign boards 
be taxed. The point was raised tha. 
as most of these are on private prop- 
erty there might be much trouble to 
make the ordinance stick. This was 
passed up to the District Attorney for 
an opinion, although every member of 
the board present expressed approval 
of the idea. 

The Tax Collector would also have a 
tax placed on all places ef amusement, 
on dance halis, junk collectors and va- 
rious other items. He ran up against 
opposition immediately, however, when 
he p a tax on oll wagons. 

2 Wilson proved a special 
champion of the oll wagons and de- 
clared that there were not half enough 
of them now. 

“This would simply be putting a tax 
upon ourselves,” he declared. The 
county is dependent upon these oil 
wagons for road oll, and they are in- 
dispensable to many other enterprises. 
I will never give my consent to any 
tax on these wagons; I'd rather en- 
courage more of them.”
